Olio Kqnuw quietly 
bought a geuerous ullowuiice of candy, 
fruits, nuts, crackers and fifty cents' 
worth of chewing gum. Every Indian, 
large and small, was soon seen eating or 
carrying oranges. In a short time many 
of the men had bought and donned new 
suits of clothes. 
They exhibited a 


marked preference in these selections 
for navy blue. Tho squaws meanwhile 
were fast reducing the merchants' stocks 
of blanketis, calicoes, etc. 


By noon the agricultural implement 


houses had sold every stylo of vehicle in 
their possession, and one merchant had 
orders enough for a carload of spring 
wagons or "hacks." Harness men soon 
found their stocks nearly cleaned out 
by the Indians. Several of them paid 
high prices for horses in the morning, 
and during the afternoon many farmers 
brought horses to town, which they dis- 
posed of at terms far beyond their ex- 
pectations. At noon the Indians eager- 
ly sought tho hotels for dinner. The 
squaws seemed to retain complete con- 
trol of the pm-bes. 
The black eyed 


maiden purchased the highest priced 
hat in a millinery storq, 


An. old squaw selected a new cart, 


and paid $1GO for a horse. She then pur- 
chased a new harness and stored away 
numerous packages under the seat, after 
which she tied the poor, little, fagged 
cayuse pony (an which she had come to 
town) behind, thread a new blanket over 
her lap and turned her high checked 
spirited horse toward the mission. By 
4 o'clock a long line of new buggies, 
wagons and carts well laden with every 
conceivable 
article 
of merchandise 


wound its way over the mountain to the 
mission. The Indians were quiet, or- 
derly and dignifiedly polite. _Their con- 
fidence in the townspeople was evident, 
as when, they emerged from the bank 
with their large sacks of money they 
sat on the street corners to count it. 
The. happy father of several pappooses 
retired with his abundant supply to an 
alley, where he sat composedly counting 
it out.— Cor.

Antidotes fur Snake Poison. 


The effect of snake bite depends partly 


on the condition of the snake anil partly 
on that of the person bitten and the part 
attacked. No effectual antidote has yet 
been discovered. 
Ammonia and per- 


manganate of potassium will not stiffice, 
although a solution of the latter will 
lake away the poisonous property of the 
sjiake's venom if it be mixed therewith. 
Immediate amputation of a bitten toe 
or finger is the best course, as the delay 
of a few seconds may suffice to convey 
the poison Into the patient's circulation. 


If from the nature of the part bitten 


amputation cannot be performed, a very 
tight ligature applied after cauterization 
and sucking the part is the best course, 
and the administration of stimulants is 
generally recommended.—Quarterly Re- 
view. 


Rice and Wheat at Weddings. 


Throwing rice and wheat at a wed- 


ding is a relic of an old lioman custom, 
and has probably been common in Eng- 
land since Roman times. Brand gives 
several authorities for it. Friend refers 
to the case of the bride of Henry VII at 
Bristol in 1486, when wheat was thrown 
npou her with the greeting, "Welcome 
and good luck!" 


Rice is used similarly at weddings in 


India, and the substitution of this grain 
for wheat in our own country of late 
years may be partly due to that fact;
